jello in midwinter when the out 
«de temperature would make it 
"set." Also in winter, the furnace 
depended on a shovel rather than 
a thermostat.* • * 


By a roundabout train of thought 


we got :to thinking of how much 
this dependence on things beyond 
our control contributes to the un- 
easiness, the fear which seems to 
be abroad in the land. 


Since we are no longer safe 


from air attack, we have -.an 


-even^reatef interest In world 


peace. In World War I, the air- 
plane was little more than a toy. 
In World War II its range still 
was so limited that we were safe. 
That safety is ours no longer. 


* • * 


Our nation is at a disadvantage 


in its dealings with the world. We 
cannot afford a war, for we have 
the most to lose. 


A raid which hit only power 


facilities would disrupt the lives 
of millions and the lights would 
be out for more than the two 
hour darkness which hit us the 
other night. 
We hope no one asks us the an- 


swer to the problem. We don't 
know it either.

No Method Yet Discovered 
To Control Child's Height 


By EDWIN P. JOKDAJS, M.D. 


Unhappy parents frequently ask 


whether there is any way by which 
a child can be made to grow taller 
<^r a way in which a youngster can 
be made to stop growing! Almost 
certainly millions of children or 
their parents wish they were taller 
or shorter. Probably few of us are 
satisfied with either our own or 
our children's physical character- 
istics. ' 


One question of this sort coming 


from VV. M. deserves a special an- 
swer. "My daughter, age 15" she 
p.ays "has grown several inches 
in a short period ot time. Despite 
proper shoes and diet the legs have j 
suddenly become 
bowed during i 


this faat'growth period. Are there 1 
any corrective 
measures 
t h a t j 


should be taken?" 


ALTHOUCH I HAVE NO sug- 


gestions to halt the growth of Mrs. 
M.'s daughter, the fart that her 
leys have become bowed is a mat- 
ter of importance. This is perhaps 
a sign of rickets which is a dis- | 
ease resulting in softening of the 
bonos due tn a deficiency of vita- 
min D in the diet. If Uie doctor 
feels this is responsible then addi- 
tion of vitamin D to the 15-year-old 
daughter's intake would certainly 
seem desirable. 


Concern over small size is per- 


haps most common among boys 
around 9-12 years old. Parents and 
the youngsters. 100. should under- 
stand that, the rate of growth va- 
ries from one youngster to another.

pattern of growth for each child. 
One of the most ingenious ways of 
measuring this pattern is by means 
of the Wetzel grid, which if follow- 
ed for long enough is one method 
of observing whether a particular 
child is growing--as he or she 
should. If Uie child is not growing 
satisfactorily the grid will help 
to show whether some changes 
should be made in the diet or if 
tests for underlying illness or other 
measures should be taken.

To some 
extent size runs in families. As 
was said in a publication last 
year, "It is ridiculous for parents, 
who are. say. 5 ft.. 2 in. tall and 
whose ancestors before them were 
of comparable size to expect sons

ents who are more than 6 ft. tall to 
decry the fact that their. 18-year- 
old daughters are 5 ft. 10 in. tall."

There is as yet no indication that the "new spirit" discovered by 


i the Big Four heads of government two weeks ago, in dealing with 
western European issues, extends to the Far East. Certainly it does 
not reach down to the relatively low diplomatic level at which, the 
new series of talks with the Red Chinese will be conducted. 


America's representative in these talks, U. S. Ambassador to 


j Czechoslovakia, Ural Alexis Johnson, is a gifted and experienced young: 


i diplomat. 
He is regarded a* completely competent to deal on even 


! terms -with Red China's Ambassador to Poland, Wang Pingman, a 


j tough bargainer. 


Wang was Red China's principal negotiator at the Indochina 


cease-fire conference in Geneva a year ago.

THE SUBJECTS WHICH Johnson and Wang planned to talk about, 


however, were limited primarily to the release of the 11 American 
airmen and the 40 American civilians still held by Red China. How- 
ever, in a startling announcement, coming just one hour before the 
conference was to open, the Chinese Reds revealed the 11 airmen 
would be freed immediately. No mention was made of the status of 
| the 40 civilians. Three of the civilians are under house arrest, 25 are 
in jail and 12 have been denied exit visas. 


Negotiations for the release of these 51 Americans have been car- 


ried on unsuccessfully by many intermediaries, including even U. N. 
Sec. Gen. Dag Hainmarskjold. American and Red Chinese consular 
officials in Geneva have been discussing their possible release for 
over a year. 


Four months ago the United States announced that the 76 Chinese 


students who were denied exit permits from the United States after 
the start of the Korean war would be free to return to the Chinese 
mainland if they desired. 


THERE HAS BEEN NO SUCH freedom of choice for the Ameri- 


cans held by the Red Chinese. 
They have released the Americans 


one, 
two or three at a time and now 11. The apparent effort has been 


to hold them as hostages. The idea seems to be that this will gain 
the Reds some • better bargaining position with the United States 
over completely unrelated matters. 


India's Prime Minister Nehru 'and his roving Ambassador H. V. 


Krishna Menon have been trying to promote the idea that if Com- 
munist China would just release the prisoners, the way would be paved 
for a complete solution of all Far Eastern problems. It isn't that sim- 
ple, of course. 


The talks just opened at Geneva, beyond considering the release 


of prisoners, will be completely exploratory. 


As Secretary of State John_Foster Dulles points out, Ambassador 


Johnson will listen to whatever other matters Ambassador Wang 
wants to bring up. If they directly involve the U. S. and Red China, 
this country will be disposed to discuss them and try for peaceful 
settlement.

Second of a Series: 
Nagasaki Children Can't 
Forget A-Bomb's Blast 
They Go to Class Where 
1,000 Students Perished 


Editor's Xote: Nagasaki, blast- 


ed three days after Hiroshima 10 
years ago, has been called the 
"forgotten atom - bombed city." 
here's how survivors there will 
mark the anniversary next week 
and how they are living with the 
memory of World War H's sec- 
ond and last atomic bomb, sec- 
ond in a series of three articles. 


By GENE KRAMER 


NAGASAKI U> — Ten years ago 


was doomsday at Shiroyama Grade 
School. 


At 11:02 a.m. Aug. 9, 1945, the 


second atomic bomb dropped on 
Japan exploded about a half mile 
Away and turned the building to 
i-ubble. Twenty eight teachers and 
•more than 1.300 students died. 


Today a new building stands on 


the same site. In its courtyard is 
a bronze statue of a schoolboy and 
two doves. It is inscribed: "The 
9th of August is Doomsday." 


Once a month, a new generation 


of schoolchildren gathers around 
the statue. They say a prayer to 
the A-bomb's victims, sing a song 
called "Spirit of the Children" and 
hear a talk by principal Tatuso Oi. 


Has Taught Long 


Oi has been a school principle in 


Nagasaki ever since little Japanese 
boys and girls were forced to wave 
Rising Sun flags and shout "ban- 
zai" in schools such as this. Now 
completely bald, he lost his first 
wife in-the atomic attack. 


"We tell the pupils that such a 


dangerous weapon as the atomic 
bomb should not be used, or it will 
mean destruction of the world." Oi 
said in an Interview. 


"Then the pupils go to their own 


classrooms and their teachers guide 
them to think seriously about the 
peace of the world." 


There is no formal classwork on 


World War II and the atomic bomb- 
ing. It was eliminated from the 
elementary school course when the 


Allies occupied Japan and has nev- 
er been restored. 


Too Young 


"The children (ages 6 to U) are 


too young- for such a delicate ques- 
tion," said Oi. "They are living 
under various circumstances. Some 
had fathers who died on the battle 
field. It would be wrong to evoke 
unnecessary yearnings for revenge. 


"Indeed, it is not right that 


Japan was active in starting the 
Second World War. But in some 
points, it can be said that Japan at 
the time was so circumstanced as 
to resort to the last and worst 
means of finding a way to live, 
which is called war. 


"It is not only Japan, but all 


other nations involved in the war 
which should feel responsible for 
the miserable situation of the world 
at that time." 


Worship Peace 


The teaching pattern for young- 


sters in Japan 10 years after de- 
feat's de-emphasis of the last war, 
aversion to things military and 
near worship of the abstract idea 
of peace. Some authorities warn 
this is making martyrs of the new 
army leaders that in a decade will 
backfire into a new era of military 
patriotism. 


High school students get a terse 


chronology of the war, usually in- 
cluding a simple statement that 
the Pacific war started when Jap- 
anese planes bombed Pearl Harbor. 


By the time > they finish high 


school, the boys may become out- 
spoken if they discuss history with 
opinionated parents or schoolteach- 
ers or read much. Right now the 
most voluble teachers are leftist 
inclined. 


"Even if Japan had not been de- 


feated, militarism 
surely would 


have swallowed this country," said 
16-year-old Yosuke Hashimoto of 
Nagasaki. He said he developed 
this currently popular idea while 
reading up for a. school forum.

Deleted Parts of 'Hull Note' 


TOKYO ffl—Shigeru Yoshida says 


In his memoirs that some of 
Japan's leaders at the time of 
Pearl Harbor tampered with the 
text of a final U.S. note, thus per- 
suading- reluctant officils to agree 
to Avar. 


"This was a fraud by the mili- 


tary and amounted to conspiracy," 
declares the 76-year-old diplomat 
and politician who guided Japan 
ts prime minister through six post- 
war years. 


He said the note from the late

Buyer Paradise 
May Crumble 
Prices of Many Products 
Are Subject to Increase 


By SAM DAWSOX 


NEW YORK <*—Rising prices of 


industrial materials are creeping 
in today to threaten the. buyer's 
paradise that consumers have been 
enjoying. 
" 


Example: The price of'natural 


rubber went up some time back. 
Makers of urea in. this country 
fretted but consumers paid little 
attention. But now the price of 
tires is going up around 60 to 70 
cents at the retail level. 


Food prices tor the most part 


have been steady to lower. As a 
whole they'll probably stay that 
way. 


Ooft«« Damage 


But from Brazil comes a report 


of a freeze and unprecedented 
mow with the amount of damage 
to th« coffee crop as yet undeter- 
mined. It was just two years ago 
that a similar report set off the big 
inflation in green coffee prices that 
finally ended in roasted coffee go- 
ing- to $1.25 a pound at the grocery. 
Already the price of coffee for fu- 
ture delivery is advancing. 


Prices of many of the materials 


that' manufacturers turn into con- 
sumer items have been climbing 
fairly steadily this year. 


Steel prices have gone tip $7.50 


a ton on the average. And some 
appliance makers have" said they'll 
have to pass this along in higher 
prices on their gadgets. 


Firm Hike 


• The steel price hike holds firm, 
•with demand high and output be- 
ing1 held back just now by heat 
absenteeism and by the need to re- 
pair some furnaces. A hike in the 
steel freight rate for both rail and 
motor carriers has just been rec- 
ommended by an Interstate Com- 
merce Commission examiner. This 
puts still more pressure on steel 
prices. 


Copper prices at- the refinery 


hold at 36 cents a pound, but so 
scarce is the metal that some 
eager consumers are paying price 
premiums up to 15 cents a pound 
for any they can find. A copper 
strike last summer started the 
scarcity, and another strike this 
summer is making' it acute'. Settle- 
ments being negotiated call for 
higher wages; and build up still 
more - pressure for ."'higher prices. 
Rhodesian copper prices .this week 
have 'been advanced to 40% cents 
a pound. 


Aluminum this week is advan- 


cing one cent a pound. Talk of 
lead and zinc prices going up again 
is being revived. 


As metal prices go up the mak- 


ers, of countless consumer items 
weigh their chances of passing the 
costs along to tile ultimate buyer 
of manufactured products. 


Some building materials have 


inched higher this year. h«lp*d 
along by higher wage rate* and by 
shortages brought on by the build- 
ing boom on.which go.vernment of- 
ficials are now laying a mild curb. 
The. price of "new houses has gon« 
up a little in some areas. 


If a new inflation should be in 


the making it apparently will b* in 
man-made goods, while the things 
nature provides will lag behind.

There are other troubles that 


one may have, with evergreen 
windbreaks about this time of 
year. 
The major sources of 


trouble are insects, diseases and 
weather. 
Most common insects are bag- 


worm and red spider. To control 
bagworm, use a lead arsenate 
spray at the rate of 4 to 6 pounds 
per gallon of water. 
To control 


red spider, use a miticide, such 
as Aramite or Dimite, applied ac- 
cording to directions. 


Canker is the most 
common 


windbreak disease and is very 
difficult to stop. I would suggest 
you contact your forester.

weather such as we have had this 
summer can also cause severs 
damage to evergreen windbreaks.
